A GOOD RESOLUTION 


It is an old saying that ar off 
eows wear long horns,” which on 
closer inspection are found not 
any longer than those of our own 
proper animal. The average man 
or woman of today seems to have 
an instinctive hankering for thinge 

te 


that come from a distance. T 
oe boy whom we used 
know long ago, would rather walk 
three miles to steal sour apples 
than to accept as a gift sweet 
2 from his father's orchard. 
e modern society man as we 
have him in the North West takes 
far more pleasure out of an ill- 
fitting suit of clothes made in 
Toronto, than in a well made suit 
built at home. The ladies also 
feel that they owe it asa duty to 
themselves to procure their dress 
material from the furthest possible 
point, even though more 
suitable material is to be had from 
the local merchant. People will 
even send away for 145 though 
the same goods cau be bought at 
home at as low if not at a lower 


ice, 
Why this should bo so, it is 
difficult to understand. One 
reason possibly is {that goods are 
ausibly catalogued in the price 
ists of Eastern houses at a slight- 
ly lower price than they are ob 
tainable here, and the economical 
purchaser does not pause to con- 
sider whether the cost of sending 
his or her money away and the 
payment of express or freight 
charges on the return of the goods 
doesn't really, when added to the 
price of the article itself, make the 
total cost slightly more than that 
of the same article at home. A 
little thought aud an elementary 
knowledge of arithmetic would in 
many cases prevent the sending 
away of Alberta money, which 
never, never comes back. Every 
dollar sent east which can pur- 
chase as much at home is a certain 
loss to the neighborhood where we 
live, inasmuch as it takes exactly 
that much money out of circu- 
lation, Apart from the question 
of dollars and cents there is an- 
other which should impel our peo- 
le to do their shopping at home. 
here should be a little patriotism 
in our composition, as well as a 
feeling of reciprocity. We should 
not grudge the payment ot a frac- 
tion over eastern prices to a west- 
ern merchant whose mercantile 
success is relatively ourown. We 
should be patriotic enough to pay 
(if it be permissable to say so) for 
the privilege of keeping the 
money circulating within our own 
sphere. lu all probability those 
who do their shopping down east 
make their money up west at the 
expense of the people whom they 
refuse to patronize, 
At this season ot good resolu- 
tions would it not bea good resolu- 


Yukon. The additions police 
Iwill be drawn largely from the 


Regina district. In fact it isa 
nestion whether the Mounted 
‘olice could not be spared from 

the whole of Assiniboia. The 
militia system could be extended 
into that district, and a system of 
security established by the enrol- 
ment of local volunteer cavalry. 
A number of ex-mounted police- 
men would be available. It is in 
contemplation and has been for 
some time, to close up the Maple 
Creek and Lethbridge divisions of 
the force. They are not needed 
there, Neither are Federal con- 
stables required at nearly every 
railway station. It will not 
perhaps be necessary to increase 
the force in the Territories, even 
with 250 drafted to the Yukon.” 


From this it would appear as if 
the Government were determined 
to depend upon a strong armed 
force ln its administration of the 
Yukon. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the enforcement of law 
and order has been undertaken in 
Canada by a very small police 
force as is shown by the history 
of the mining districts in British 
Columbia. If“ as the Edmonton 
Bulletin says “the laws are not 
baved on justice a military forvo 
is needed, and that is what the 
Canadian government apparently 
intends to supply.” he cost of 
250 men is estimated at $2,000 per 
man for the next year, oi a round 
half million dollars, or again ae 
the Bulletin figures it out a 10 per 
cent royalty on $50,000,000. If there 
were no royalties to be collected 
there would be no need for such a 
strong police force. Andif on the 
other hand the yearly output 
should ever reach $50,000,000, a 
force of 250 men cannot agence 
ensure tho collection of the royal- 
ties imposed. 

In the meantime the police force 
of the Territories is being demor- 
alized by frequent drafts for the 
Yukon. The settlers in the North 
West are entitled to the services 
of the police here, where they have 
been extremely useful, and the 
present scheme of depriving us of 
their services while involving 
enormous expense in the Yukon 
without any apparent recompense, 
is meeting with the most severe 
condemnation both here as well as 
in the far north—although on 
different gronnds.

RAILWAY UNPUNCTUALITY 


To the Editor of the HERALD. 


Sir: I wish to call your attention 
to the fact that week after week and 
month after month a crain timed to 
leaye Calgary at 7:30, rarely leaves 
at 8:30 or later; and that the same 
train, advertised tobe in Calgary on 
the return journey at 20 0’clock, arrives 
instead, with but few exceptions, at 
any heur from 22 o'clock to two the 
following morning. 

One cannot complain of the staff as 
bearing in mind the large amount of 
traffic, the shortage of engine power 
and the condition of the road bed 
they do their best; but why do no 
the head officials alter the advertized 
times to such that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances can be kept? 

There is one other question I would 
ask before concluding, aud that is; 
why are the public debarred from the 
convenience of being able to travel by 
freight trains? Considering the large 
subsidies or grants given by 1t to build 
the various railways, it is only reason- 
able that every uccommodation should 
be afforded it. In a sparsely populated 
country like this, in which the number 
of passenger traine that can be run 
is limited. this accommodation 18 
especially necessary.

THE STATUTE LABOR LAW 


To the Editor of Tax HERATLU. 


DEAR s1R,—I notice in your WEEK- 
ty HERALD for the past few weeks 
eorrespondence from Messrs. Shaw, 
Wyndham and others with reference 
to the doings of our Assembly at Re- 
gina, re Schools, Provincial Independ- 
ence, Statute Labor, &c. 

We are told by all of them that 
statute labor is extremely obnoxious 
to settlers in Alberta or the Territories 
under existing circumstances, but 
Mr. Wyndham is the only writer 
who has faced the statute labor bill, 
which is the chief topic in dispute ai 
present. 

His argument where he refers to the 
Dominion Government, railway and 
land companies’ grants are consider- 
ed good, (Yet he would arcept the 
bill and proceed to try and make it 
workable while the settlers think it 
u arable and monstrous.) 

if a government cannot relieve a 
( hrporat ion of a liability without as- 
suming it themselves, or cannot make 
a part of the people pay the deht of the 
nn 
ed to enforce this bill, and make the 
fow settlers undertake to build a net- 
work of roads through these Territori- 
tories, without a direct promise ofa 
substantial assistance from the Do- 
minion Government, syndicates, cor- 
porations or land societies, who are 
equally interested with the settlers in 
opening. up this great and good 
country? 

Has ench settler in the Territories 
not faced as great difticulties, or ven- 
tured as much according to capital as 
these railway companies? Or is he any 
ynore an owner of his land than they 
are? (Nav, not co much, as a great 
portion of the settlers’ lands are held 
under mortgage or unpaid instal- 
ments.) And yet Mr. Ross, at Regina, 
would put these men (living in 
every part of the country, through 
force of circumstances) to an expen- 
sive course of procedure and confiscate 
their lands. And expects to get set- 
tlers“ through this course, 

Also Mr. Haultain holds op Mr. 
Hull as a liable example for statute 
labor, He owns a productive and 
large farm south of Calgary. Our 
leader would tax his enterprise, capi- 

Jand skilled agriculture, place him 

the roads to work statute labor 
with a whip over him, and allow these 
men who have corra'led large land 
grants, opportunities to escape, and 
encourage them to sit on the fence 
and laugh at Mr. Hull. while he is 
forced to handle the shovel and do 
statute labor. 

This course seems an injustice te the 
settlers, and is looked upon as one of 
the heaviest burdens that has en 
forced upon a minor interest within 
this last century. 

And if the worst should come, that 
the people may be put upon a fair 
basis. it would be considered more 
reasonable if the Assembly would 
solicit every voter in the Territories to 
pation the Dominion Government to

.“s idozed in my easy chair last night, it hap- 
pens singularly enough, Mr. Editor, that as 1 
grow older I take to easy chairs, cushioned seats

saw him travelling across the prairies, the travelers 
keeping careful watch for fear of Crees, Sioux, and 
Salteaux, and as they got further into the prairies 
taking special precautions against the Blackfeet 
and Sarcees, then the most hostile of the Indian 
tribes. Again I saw him and his party amongst 
the mountains at the head waters of the Columbia, 
taking canoes to go down to the mouth of the river 
to Astoria, guarding well agains the Gros Ventres, 
Piutes, Flat Heads, aud Diggers. Again I saw 
him and his party laboriously making their way 
back through the Yellowhead Pass, through the 
Ustaga country to Athabasca, Great Slave Lake, 
and the Mackenzie river, and I heard the old man 
as though I saw his eyes brighten and his breath 
come quicker, as he told of the many dangers and 
varied incidents of his long route; while again I 
saw him on the far Sis Sis Katchewan on his way 
to stormy Lake Winnipeg with its rocky and. in- 
hospitable shores, until at last, after two years, hes 
was carried on shore at Lachine after his long jour- 
ney. Such was the scene as presented to me in my 
dream of the old-time tale of the Nor-wester, and 
as the scenes changed ihe old man described the 
countries he had visited where not often a white 
man had set his foot.

for he was looked to, so I was told as i dreamed, 
as the future leader of his party, and with an elo- 
quent tongue he declared that for Canada to at- 
tempt to take possession of the Northwest would 
be utter ruin, that they would never be able to pay 
the interest on the debt it would involve them in, 
and all his party cheered his speech and pronounced 
it the wisest ever made in the Canadian Fee 
And as I listened in my dream the face of the old 
Nor’-wester came up before me, and I heard him 
say: „Ile does not know of what he talks." And 
another member addressed the House, a spare 
looking man with almost a Jewish face, with curly 
hair and very bright eyes, and a nervous action of 
his head, and he, as I heard in my dream, spoke 
long in favor of acquiring the territory, and pic- 
tured the future of the country. 

Then in my dream I was out on the plains in the 
Blackfoot country, and I thought I recollected all 
had been told about them and their hostility and 
their country.
